in thebeginning of his worke, to beate wyth hys 
ſimplicitie. But foraſmuch as he no where maket h 
mention of Plinie, (by whom he was furthered) I 
coniecture that Solinus wrate this work while Pli- 
nie was yet aliue. And therevppon (by likelihoode) 
it comes to paſſe, that hee made no mention of hys 
author at that time liuing. By like reaſon it might 
fall out, that Plinie no where maketh mention of 
Dioſcorides a famous wrighter of the ſame time 
that he was, when notwithſtanding it is apparant, 
that Plinie borowved many thinges out of him into 
his work. The ſame fault alſo might bee imputed 
to Dioſcorides (fot it might bee founde in Ammon 
which of them putloyned from other) if hee ſup- 
preſſing the name of Pliuie, haue filched fo manie 
thinges out of him. They that haue written moſte 
preciſely of the liues and manners of Xeyophon and 
Plato, and ſundry other things of thẽ, report that in 
al the nũbers of Volumes which eche of thẽ wrate, 
neyther Plats made once mention of the name of 
Tauonbon, nor Xenophon of the name of Plao.

leth from Forpbhhyris? W hat ſhall wee ſay of ſixe 
hundred others, ho in long treatiſes, ſuppreſſing 
the names of them from whomethey borowed 
them, haue word for word attributed all things to 
themſelues? No mãdoubteth but that Aulus Gel- 
lis the vety Diamond of the Latin tongue, profi- 
red greatly by reading Ziuie, and yet he wil not in 
any wiſe that Liuie the prince of Latin Hiſtorio- 
graphers, ſnould be partaker of his Nights. Yet 
am I not of the opinion of ſome me, Rich thinke 
that Solinus made no mention of Plinie, in hope 
that Plinies works ſhould vtterly haue periſhed, & 
ſo his collections onely haue remained , and in 
proceſſe of time no mã ſhold haue bin able to diſ- 
couer his filchings, as Florus & Iuſtine are thought 
to haue trauelled to the like end & purpoſe.would 
God there were none other cauſe then this of the 
loſſe of ſo many good Authors. Then to paſſe o- 
uer the Greekes by the way, the monuments of 
Cato, Varro, Nigidius, Salut Higinius, Celſiu, Enni- 
us, Furius Varrius, Actius, Neuius, and Pacuuius, all 
noble Authors, (which now are perriſned, to the 
great hinderaunce of Students) ſhoulde haue re- 
mained ynto this day. But howyſoeuer the caſeſti- 
deth, Solinus courteouſly confeſſeth, that whatſoe-

That Solinus was a omaine, it is to be coniectu- 


ted both by his phraſe of wryting, and alſo for that 
commonly when occaſion ſerueth to ſpeake of the 
Romaines, hee is wont in moſt places to call them 


out men, or my countrymen. Not onely the latter 
wrytets, (as Sipontinus, Perottus, Domitius, Calde. 
rinus, Angelus Politianus, H ermolans Barbarus, Lanus 
Parrhaſs and diuers others ſuch like, whom not 
without cauſe a man might account among the 


auncient vyryters.) But Seruius allo in his ſeconde
